The ladies wrote to Surgeon Gen- 


eral Sternberg 1'or directions about 
sending the boxes to II Company, and 
received word from him to send their 
box by express to New York city to a 
certain surgeon who would look after 
their shipment. The ladies did so 
paying 81G expressagc. 
In due time 


the New York surgeon acknowledged 
the receipt of the boxes and said he 
would send them over on the hospital 
Shiy Relief. 


The boxes were shipped to New 


York, September 9th. 
Letters from 


Porto Eico, 
dated 
October 
JOth, 


stated that the boxes had not yet, 
been received. 
Inquiry was made at 


that end of the 
line by Surgeon 


Major Seamans, but he was unable to 
locate the boxes, or learn anything 
of them. 
Seemingly they haddissap0- 


pearcd completely. 


A letter was written to the New 


York surgeon by Mrs. McKeown and 
in reply he said that the boxes were 
sent to Porto Rico on the first ship 
after their arrival in New York, 
He 


said they were sent in care of tbe 
general hospital in Porto Rico, but 
did not mention the ship on which 
the articles were shipped.
